LIGHTING PANAMA CANAL, 


The scheme- of illumiiiatirg for 


the-JPanama canal contemplates the 
use of range lights to establish di- 
rection, on the loBger tangents, and 
of side lights spaced about one mile 
apart to mark each side of the chan- 
nel. The range lights are omitted 
in. Culebra Cut, where their use is 
hardly practicable, and on four of 


j the shorter tangents on the remain- 
der of the canal. The project in- 
cludes a light and fog signal on the 
west breakwater in Limon bay, a 
light on. the east breakwater, should 
it be built, and gas and nun buoys 
lighting and marking the channel to 
the Mount Hope dry dock. Acety- 
lene gas will be used" for the lighted 
buoys in all the sections of the canal 
and for the beacons in the Qahm 
lake section. For the beacons in the 
Atlantic, Pacific, Miraflores and Cu- 
lebra Cut sections electricity or acet>- 
ylene gas is to be used.
